A Fat 
Pilgrim? 


When the Pligrims celé¢bra- 





ted the first Thanksgiving 
in 1621 their menu would 
have put most of our modern 


Thanksgiving dinners to 
shame. In addition to the tra- 

tion ¥, the list of en- 
t first celebra- 
ic venison, wild 
geese, ducks, lobsters, els, 
clams, ovsters and several 
varieties of fish. 

A@eompanyving the .nain 
courses were corn, gooseber- 
ries, strawberries, cherries, 
plums, cranberries and bis- 
cuits made from flour carried 
in the Mayflower’s stores. 

For dessert, the Pilgrims 
had Indian pudding made 
from flour, molasses and 
cranberries, using a _ recipe 
given them by the friendly 
Indian, Squanto. They may 
also have had fruit pies and 
tarts 

All this was washed down 
with new wine made from the 
local grape crop, with perhaps 
a few strong spirits from the 
ship's stores. 

Contraty to common belief, 
the first Thanksgiving cele- 
bration was not one meal, 
but a three-day series of 
meals eaten by 140 persons, 
including 90 Indians who were 
guests of the Pilgrims. After 
the long, hard first winter and 
the struggle to raise the first 
crops, we May imagine the 
Pilgrims adopted the Indian 
custom of eating heartily as 
long as the food lasted. 

While it is difficuit to esti- 
mate accurately the number 
of calories corsumed in the 
three-day Pilgrim Thanksgiv- 
ing feast, it is safe to assume 
from the variety of foods that 
the celebrants far exceeded 
what is now regarded as a 


| proper daily intake. 


But even when he let him- 


; self go on occasions of spe- 
| cial feats such 


as the first 
celebration of the harvest in 
the New World, the Pil- 
grim didn’t have much of a 
problem about the calories he 


| consumed turning into excess 
| weight. He lived a rugged out- 


door existence requiring long 
manual labor. 
Any weight added by the 
feastS was soon lost in doing 
the daily chores. If you re- 
member the paintings and 
drawings of the Mayflower 
settlement, you never saw a 
fat Pilgrim. 

As today’s Americans emu- 


late their Pilgrim forefathers 
: in celebrating Thanksgiving, 


they may not enjoy the ex- 
treme variety of foods featur- 
ed in 1621. But many will ex- 
ceed the recommended caloric 
intake by a great deal.
